We received’s letter from a correspondent 
on Monday evening, too late for publica- 
tion, drawing attention to and complalaing 
of the disgraceful state of the roadways 
in the eastern districts of the city, These 
complatnta are only too well founded. 
For many months pest Queen's Road 
East has practically been blocked up so 
fay as vehicular traffic |x concerned,

‘It ts absolutely dangerous to drive through 


the town, and accidents, some of them of 
a sorious charactér, have been numerous, 
Surely there must be some remedy for 
this dlagraceful nuisance! If the Public 
Works Department as at present con- 
stituted is fncapable of maintaining. the 
principslroads of the cityin properand safe 
condition, it ts the duty of the Government 
ta take such effective steps as. may 
most readily avallable to do away with 
what is undoubtedly. a most dangerous, 
aggravating and Inconvenient nuisance. 
In at least halfa dozen placea in Queen's 
Road East this morning trenches had 
been dug directly in the middle of the road, 
some of which had been left unfinished 
and in others the customary. man and a 
boy were amusing themselves with a pick 
and a shovel, and taking no more notice 
of carriages and rickshas than if such 
things did not exist. The Telegraph has 
been incessantly directing attention to 
this rotten state of affairs for years, but 
it would seem to be as difficult to get 
Hongkong Government officials to 
thoroughly appreciate and efficiently 
perform thelr dutles to the community who 
pay so liberally for thelr services: as it 
would be to awaken an Egyptlan mummy, 
Tt would open the eyes of the Governor to 
the deplorable ahortcomings of the costly 
Public Works Department if he were to 
embark in the family 'ricksha Incognita 
and make a tour round the streets-of' the 
colony, and especially In the eastern 
districts; but doubtless his Excellency’s 
valuable time is fully occupled with stirring 
affairs of state of far more importance 
than the comfort, convenience and 
personal .safety of the ratepayers, And 
yet an obligation certainly does devolve on 
the head of the Executive to see that well- 
founded complaints of the kind we are 
now dealing with~and that the wretched 
maintenance of our streets Is a genuine 
grievance never has been and cannot be 
disputed—are promptly dealt with and 
properly remedied, In the present instance 
there can be no excuse for: neglecting 
a public ety which Involves very 
considerable public Interests, No stronger. 
argument could be adduced in favour of a
